KISS will play at the Monsters of Rock Festival beginning on August 20, 
and play a total of 5 shows, in England, Germany, Holland, and Italy. 
KISS is playing along with headliner Iron Maiden, and special guests 
David Lee Roth, Halloween, and Megadeath. After these shows KISS will 
begin rehearsing in Paris on September 11 & 12, and then they start a 
three week tour of Europe, bringing CRAZY NIGHTS to thousands of KISS 
crazy fans. Next October KISS begins work on the new KISS albun 
schedualed to be released in April ‘89. Before that we can look 
forward to a best of KISS album to be released around this Christmas. 
It will include a bunch of recent KISS singles, plus 3 or 4 new songs, 
Finaly, there are plnas for Paul and Gene solo albums to be recorded 
after the next full length KISS albun, 

Bet crazy with KISS! There is a nem home video avalible from Polybram 
Home Video, It contains the three videos from the album CRAZY NIGHTS, 
including: "Crazy Nights", "Reason To Live", and “Turn On The Night". 
It should be in a store near you, July Ist,

Frehley's Comet's brand new studio album SECOND SIGHTING hit the stores 
on May 24th. Second sighting features four of Ace's classic crunch- 
riff originals along with four amazing AOR epics by singer/songwriter 
extraordinaire Tod Howarth. There is also a tradeoff between the two 
on the ripping "Loser in a fight" and a hilarious tongue in cheek 
instrumental called "The Acorn Is Spinning"! The band has just filmed 
the video for the first single, "Insane". And already have videos done 
for their second and third singles, "It's Over Now", and "Fallen 
Angel". The biggest news of all is that Frehley's Comet will be 
touring with Iron Maiden starting July Ist. Playing over 50 shows 
across the US in front of over one million fans. It’s on stage where 
the band are at home and there's no doubt that this will earn the band 
some precious metal in the near future. Also in July, the band will 
release a home video entitled, "Back In The UK Grove Live", filmed 
on stage at Frehley's Comets first ever English concert at Hammersmith 
Odeon in London! The video features songs from the first Frehley's 
Comet Ip, the new Ip, and a couple of old KISS classics. Megaforce and 
Atlantic hosted a record release party on May 25th at the Cat Club in 
New York City to kick off the beginning of the great year for Frehley's 
Comet. 


White Tiger have completed demos for their second album and will begin 
recording very soon. In the meantime, Mark St. John took the time out 
to record an instructional video for Hot Licks... and beware, it will 
be incredible! Nark also made a guest appearance along with members of 
Motley Crue and Quiet Riot at the "Spring Rock Music Festival" (A 
benifit for the special olympics) in a major all star jam on April 24th 
in Los Angeles, 


Somewhat of a collector's item is the Japan Crazy Nights Tour book, 
which is (in my opinion) far better than the Aserican one. There will 
probably also be a different tour book for the European tour this 
September. There is also a nen KISS cd out in Japan called KISS 
CHIKARA (which means the same as the logo on Eric’s drum kit - Power & 
force). It includes "Rock and Roll All Night", "Detroit Rock City", 
"Love Gun", "I Was made For Loving You" (Long version), "Creatures of 
The Night" (New mix), " I Love It Loud” (New Mix), "War Machine" (New 
Mix), "Lick It Up", "All Hell's Breaking Loose", "Heaven's On Fire", 
"Thrills In The Night", "Who Wants To Be Lonely", “Uh! All Night", and 
"Tears Are Falling". 


The New York music awards were held April 19th, 1988 at the Beacon 
Theater in New York. One of the major winners was non other than KISS, 
taking top honors as "Best Heavy Metal Band"! 
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BRUCE KULICK OF KISS PRODUCES ELECTRIC ANGELS DEMO 


Bruce Kulick, guitarist of the legendary KISS, recently 
produced a three song demo for the up and coming "Electric 
Angels." The demo was recorded at Amigo Studios in North 
Hollywood, CA in late April and includes the songs 


“Rattlesnake Shake," "X In Sex" and "Last Girl On Earth." 


Electric Angels are a satirical pop/rock band currently based 


in L.A., but profess to have "no permanent home," as members 
hail from San Francisco, New York and Nashville. 

Electric Angels have created much label interest through 
their demo, brining many industry Be to their 
headlining Southern California shows. Some celebrities 
present include Bruce Kulick and Eric Carr of KISS, ex-Hanoi 
Rocks’ Andy McCoy, Vinnie Vincent and Izzy & Slash of Guns N’ 
Roses. Electric Angels have also recently opened for L.A. 
Guns, Zodiac Mindwarp, Balaam & The Angel and Will Sexton. 

Even television personalities have taken a liking to 
Electric Angels. Christina Applegate, who plays the teenage 
daughter on the Fox television series, "Married With 
Children," bowled through the night with the band at last

Members of the Los Angeles radio and music trade 
community recently found themselves under attack when an army 
tank, complete with gun turret on top and stars on the sides, 
pulled up outside their offices and discharged a four man 
army. No, it wasn't a kidnapping or a terrorist siege, but 
it was an invasion--The Vinnie Vincent Invasion, to be 
precise, who took to the media corridors of L.A. to introduce 
their new Chrysalis album, All Systems Go.

Kiss aade their triuaphant return to Japan after almost 10 
years! There was no elaborate stage set, no fire (Gene was not allowed 
to breathe fire), and no huge trade mark KISS logo hanging over their 
heads, but KISS gave the Japanese fans what they wanted...the hottest 
band in the world... KISS!!! 

*Aaall right Tokyo (Nagoya, Osaka, Yokohama)! You wanted the 
best, you got the best ... the hottest band in the world ... KISS!!!" 

The shows in Japan started with the same song they started with in 
the US, “Love Gun“, and that was all the fans needed to start the 
party. The fans went nuts. Most of thea had never seen KISS live, and 
the few who had, had not seen thea for 10 years, so it was quite the 
welcome back party! 

Next KISS did “Cold Gin", and "Bang Bang You". Then the Japanese 
were in for a treat. KISS did “Calling Dr Love"! This song was not 
done at the first show. After the show in Nagoya, Japanese staff, and 
promoters froa KISS Japanese record company went back stage and 
requested that they play some of the old songs including “Dr Love", and 
“I was Mad for Loving You". That night back stage Paul showed Bruce 
how to play these songs, and the next night they played thea. 

Next was “Fits Like A Glove", “Crazy Crazy Nights, and then Bruce 
did a solo. This was Bruce's first time in Japan, and the fans gave 
hig a roaring welcome. After his solo, Paul announced “Bruce Kulick on 
lead guitar!"

Then KISS ran through "No No No", Reason to Live", "Heavens On 
Fire", Eric's solo, "War Machine", "Tears Are Falling", Gene's solo, "I 
love It Loud", “Live It Up", and then "Black Diamond sung by Eric Carr 
who was also playing in Japan for his first time, The fans loved 
hearing Eric sing this one! 

Then Paul came out and began to hum "Do do do.." After Paul 
hunmed it twice, everyone knew what tune this was. "I Has Made For 
Loving you. 1, 2, 3, 4..." 

Then Paul came out and said "This is a song off of Destoyer!" It 
was "Shout it Out Loud". Old and new fans alike went crasy. It was 
quite obvious that this song was more popular in Japan that in the US. 
Almost everyone knew this song, and everyone sang along! At the end of 
the song Paul busted his quitar and then said "Sayonara!!! We love 
you!!" Explosions went off at both side of the stage, and then it went 
dark. Everyone began chanting "Ne want KISS, We want KISS!" 

When Kiss came back on stage, Paul made a promise to the Japanese 
fans to come back next year! Then he asked what song they wanted to 
hear next, Everyone started yelling their favorite songs. "This songs 
called "Strutter!" 

Then for a second encore KISS appeared and did the classic rock 
song "Rock And Roll All Night". And to end the night off they did 
"Detroit Rock City". At the end of the song Paul rapped the mike cord 
around his neck and then yelled "Tokyo, we love you!... Good night!" LOVE GUN 
And then in a puff of smoke, KISS was gone. It was a great ending to a COLD GIN 
great show, as were all 6 of the Japan shows, they were CRAZY NIGHTS, RR Move 
that Japan will never forget! FITS LIKE A GLOVE 

CRAZY CRAZY NIGHTS 
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FREHLEY’S COMET AT THE HANMERSMITH ODEON, MARCH 19TH 1988 


On March 19 a comet hit London, as the dry ice cleared there 
wasn't much left of the city - only curly people! 

As the strains of "Fractured Mirror" came to an end, the curtains 
opened to reveal a blanket of dry ice and two red siren lights. These 
slowly rose from their virtical position as four figures took to the 
stage. 

The crowd erupted, as we were straight into "Rip It Out", with the 
man himself center stage. The two red lights had non risened above 
the stage on a lighting truss in the shape of an A, and above Jamie 
Oldaker, was the Comet logo. Ace looked really fit and well, dressed in 
red t shirt, black jacket, black jeans with silver stars, and cowboy 
boots. No stopping, and we were treated to "Stranger in a Strange 
Land", then Tod took the vocals for "Something Moved", and then came an 
excellent version of "Cold Gin". 

The whole concert was filmed as we now know for future release, 
but earlier on John Reagen slipped accidently, but as he lay on the 
floor, he continued to play, kicking his feet into the air! 

I was soon taken back to the ‘80 concerts with "New York Grove" 
and Ace on flasing guitar, and later with smoking guitar to a 
rollicking performance of "Shock Me". Ace performing a brilliant solo! 
We were given a sneak peek at a new track from “Second Sighting" called 
"Seperate the men from the boys". "Rock Soldiers finished the set. 

The group returned twice to play "Rocket Ride", and "Deuce". The 
group went over very well, honestly enjoying themselves. Ace states 
that they would be back in the fall, 1 hope they visit these shores 
more often than their ‘namesake’ Heley's Comet. The comet reigns here! 
I left the concert ears buzzing, a smile on ay face, guitars in ay 
brain - ACE is back!

It started when I read in a magazine Ace Frehley would be playing 
in London on March 19th. It is the only European date on this tour and 
it should be filmed for a new home video. So I bought my ticket and 
flew to London on March 17th. In the evening of the day I arrived in 
London, I went down to a record shop in Kingston south of London. 
There was aFrehley’s Comet autograph session for 350 fans. Then 
Saturday came, 1 took the underground to Haamersmith. They opened the 
doors at 7:15 pa, and John Norum (Ex-member of Europe) should start at 
7:30 pa, but he did not start before 8:00. He played for 45 minutes, 
and in his set he did a cover of "Back on the streets”. Finally at 9:15 
pa, the lights went out and the stage was full of smoke, everybody 
started screaming ACE, ACE, ACE and then One, Two, Three, Four... and 
he took us right into Rip It Out. We went crazy, every one was loving 
it! It was Ace's first concert in Europe since 1980 and there were 
fans here from all over Europe. After Rip It Out, they did Stranger In 
A Strange Land. They also did songs like Something Moved, Break out, 
Love Me Right off of the first album. They did not play Into The 
Night, or Words Are Not Enough which really disappointed me because I 
love those songs. They also did KISS classics like Cold Gin, New York 
Grove and Shock Me (complete with the smoking guitar). They also gave 
us a new great song called Separate The Men From The Boys, which he 
said is going to be on the new albua out in the Summer. The first two 
songs were Deuce, and ay favorite Rocketride. It couldn't have been a 
better return to Europe. Come back soon Ace.
